AZARUS AT BR EAKFAST 

A Personal Experience at a Salvation Army Shelter. 
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FREE breakfast and wash for nothing— sucb Is the Inducement 
held out every Saturday night to bundreds of outcast* who 
throng London's famous open-air lodging-house, the Embank- 
ment Whether or not the "wash for nothing" appeals to 
these outcasts of humanity Is a question; but that tbe "free 
oreakfast" Is a drawing card cannot be douhted by anyone who on Sunday 
morning will take this trouble to visit the Blackfrlars Shelter or The Salva- 
tion Army, just across tbe bridge of that name. 

One Sunday, not long ago, I bad tbe privilege of being Invited by a 
tramp Mend, who bad engaged apartments on the Embankment for the 
night, to take breakfast with him. There was nothing to pay and a great 
deal to learn. The giving away of tree breakfast on Sunday morning Is a 
custom that Is doing a great deal of good. There Is no possibility of men 
getting sufficient work on Sunday to enable them to pay for tbelr food, and 
Tbe Salvation Army breakfast acts as what Is euphoniously called a "shove 
over" until Monday. 

A Crowd of Ealf-Stanrei- Humanity. 

As tbe first grey streaks of dawn began to break over tbe sleeping city, 
I crossed Blackfrlars Bridge. I bad thought myself almost alone, but In 
the dim dawn-light 1 soon discerned hundreds of homeless men Crawling 
wearily breakfastward. 

Dirty and woebegone. Indeed tbey were. Men wbo In ordinary circum- 
stances one would have shunned as wastrels, yet who now were brothers in 
misfortune. All these children or tbe Etomal Mother were drawn together 
on this morning by one cause. Erstwhile so apart, now sorrow bad 
brought tbem Close. There is a curious sympathy existing between people 
In this condition. Yet no words of comfort, no exchanges of confidence are 
uttered; It Is a sympathy of .hopelessness that pervades everybody. 

The crowd of men waiting at the door of tbe Shelter In HlackfrJars 
Road visibly swelled In magnitude as tbe morning grew. While passing 
slowly up and down were a few, wh ,not being able to find a resting- 
place, were compelled to continue In perpetual motion. 

A certain family likeness exists between them all. Tbey share the , 
samo notions as regards dress. Although the m«n care little about shirts 
and socks, they invariably wear several old overcoats. All of tbem are 
dirty, ragged, and forlorn looking. A street pump attracts a few of these 
men for toilet purposes, nevsr for dr| nK | D g, for they abhor water unadui- 
Icralcd. 

I waited here until about five o'clock. By that time the crowd or free 
breakfantera mast have swelled to fifty strong. Having assembled at the 
Sbelter tbelr first thought was tobacco. Those who bad none vary soon 
discovered some In the -street. Cigar ends, remnants of cigarettes, and. In 
fact, any material sembllng of the on ce fragrant weed, were seised open 
and smoked. 

Breakfast wss not due till nine, so I walked In the direction of West- 
minster, and turned along the Albert Embankment, Here and there I- 
recognised some or the habitues of tbe Victoria Embankment. They, were 
fast asleep, poor wretches, t 

At seven o'clockl Ttturned (o the Shelter. The crowd or half-starred 
humanity now exceeded 200, 

I notltfed several who still retained a remnant of respectability, and 
appear©! downcast and ashamed. T ne y were mostly young men. and as 
youth Is the ope thing worth having, there was hope for these. 

A Salvationist appeared at' tbe d OTr and saM: "Only Ucket-hoMera 
come this way." This surprised me,f or |r a ticket was the only meana of 
entering, my efforts were useless. A Reassuring word from a neighbour 
soon settled my doubts, however. Those without tickets were to be ad- 
mitted afterwards, 

Tbe admission of this crowd— fun BO o men-rthrongh a small door was 
a work of art, One onlynces crowd B outside theatres— never ootslde 
churches. To find an enormous number of men hungering to sain admit- 
tance to a Salvation- Army retreat wa fl a novel sight.

After the meal Major Asplaall mouuU tbe platform. Beating his desk 
with a strong hand, tae soon demands attention. Another Salvationist 
comes forward to say a grateful prayer. Then a hymn generally follows a 
few words or Heal, sensible advice, and testimonies or Tbe Army's won- 
derful work are given by the 'Isaved." 

These tetter are human documents— young, old. blooming, and scared, 
tbey unfold their tales of ghastly horror. Wife-beaters and habitual 
drunkards have become useful and even prosperous citizens by Joining 
Tbe Army. Many a youthful scapegrace, ashamed of bis folly, tells tb'e 
truth as to bis early downfall, and bow be was rescued, clothed, and fed 
by this noble OlgaiiUuuOU. i 

Aa each one of these men, wbo bave roand peace and happtn'ess, sits 
down, a murmur of applause breaks through tbe bumble ball. Many of 
these poor fellows speak with tears running down their checks — tears of 
sorrow and new-foond Joy.

"Is there no hope for me?" he ask- 
ed anxiously In moments of calm con- 
sciousness that came occasionally to 
Interrupt his delirium.

"You have youth and strength 
on your side,' tbey said; "tba whole 
world is watching your progress; 
Cheer up," But Chavez wan uncon- 
vinced. "It Is good of them to think 
so much of m'e," he said, "hut 1 am 
dying; 1 am so full of pain." 

!t was, In truth, with tlie utmost 
difficulty that the doctors kept him 
alive with oxygen until the arrival of 
his brother, whom he was most anx- 
ious to see. 

The uietiliug between llio f.vo bro 
tbers was deeply touching, and at the 
last tEc aviator died almost in bis 
brother's arms.

PMserre &e Birds. 

A call has been siren to farmer* 
and orcbardista on this continent to 
preserve the wild birds that destroy 
locusts. The reason for this is that 
nest spring will witness a resurrec- 
tion of the seventeen-year locust. 

Two giant broods of these remarfe- 
alile insects, that come to ravase or- 
chard vegetation only after incuba- 
tion interva's of thirteen and seven- 
tecs rears, arc seh'ed'jled t> v s? lo «*- 
Ists as due u> descend upon tbfs con- 
tinent witbin the nest sis months. 
Only ihe birds that can be counted 
upon to eat up by thousands the 
units in this swarminff locust plague 
will avail to avert serious losses in. 
the coming season, it is declared. 

English sparrows, robins, wood- 
peckers, orioles, scarlet tanageras, 
cuckoos, goldfinches, and nuthatches 
have rendered the greatest service 
in devouring these periodical cicadas 
on their previous raids of the country, 
according to the records of the Gov- 
ernment biological survey, that have 
been searched by the Audubon 
workers. 

Eating the soft bodies of the locust 
pests or their wings and heads as well 
caU.4>u3, HU-crz, *2vrhr>hs, pnatratrh- 
era, martins, peewees, thrushes, vi- 
reos. chickadees, and flycatchers are 
among their other destroyers. If farm- 
ers would save their crops and fruit, 
therefore, they must protect thtf 
birds.

Some Interesting Facts Concerning the Olympic 




N June, 1907, the White 
Star Mne chose South- 
ampton In preference to 
Liverpool as the port in 
tbls country for their 
mall and passenger service between 
Great Britain and New York. South- 
ampton haa the advantage of being 
near to London and to the great cou. 
_ tlnjental centres. The vessels going 
to New York call at Cherbourg and 
Quee.nstown, and on the return jour- 
ney, at ' Plymouth and Cherbourg, a 
large portion of the mall being dealt 
with at these porta. By using these 
Channel |K>rta the White Star liners 
Ql onto opened up to themselves 
much continental traffic, but at the 
same time found themselves In dl- 
Tea competition with the Vessels of 
the German and other lines. For th e 
new service the Adriatic, a vessel of 
25,000 tons displacement, was built. 
At the time of her launching she was 
the largest British twin-screw steam- 
ship afloat, and as regards passenger 
accommodation was considered to 
show an advnnee on anything pre- 
viously attempted. She, of course, 
has since been surpassed in every 
way by the two vessols built for the 
Cunard Company's Liverpool and Am, 
erica service, the Lusltanla and the 
Bfauretanla, which are of 37,0150 tons 
displacement and 7C0 feet In length, 
as compared with the 25,000 tons and 
725 feet of the Adriatic.
